ERE is little renson for a further

continuance of the inquiry which the
Sennte Judiciary Committee has been
directing into the affairs of the German-
American Alliance. Tha committee is
lavishly wasting its breath and its
energy upon the Hexamers and the
Ulrichs and all the other emissaries of
Potsdamnaution, who should be dismissed
immediately from public attention and
helped mlong into decent oblivion with
whatever sort of swift kick the Senators
find themselves able to put into words.

The purposes served by the inquiry are
merely those of finul corroboration.
